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GEORGE PEABODY'S RELATIVES 


John Peabody was born in England and came to Plymouth, 

New England, as early as 1636, 

He was on the list of Freemen of the Colony March 7, 1636-7, 

He had 10 acres of land in Duxbury. Another tract was granted him 
Nov, 2, 1640. 30 acres with meadow at North River. 

He was on a Jury that convicted 3 young Englishmen of the 
murder of an Indian in 1638. He was of the Grand Inquest at 
Court June 4, 1637. He was one of the sureties of a neighbor's 
bond June 4, 1645. 

No other reference save the will and testimony about it. 

Francis^ (John 1 ) was born in England about 1612 or 14. 

He is named in his father's will. 

He came to New England about 1635 and is definitely located there 
the following year in Ipswich with tokens of having been there some 
months. For nearly a half century he lived in Topsfield, He died 
1677-8. 

Capt. John 3 (John Francis 2 ) was born in Hampton about 1642. 

Resided in Boxford. Rep. to Gen Ct. 1689-91. Two wives, 1st 

Hannah daugher of Robert and Brace Andrews. Freeman 1674. He died 

* 

July 5, 1720. Will dated 1719, proved Aug. 1720. His sons David 
and Nathan. Peabody signed the agreement of heirs. Children and 
widow are legatees. 



Ensign David 4 (John 1 Francis 2 John 3 ) was born in Boxford 
July IE, 1678 married Sarah daugher of Seth Pope of Dartmouth. 

They had 10 children. 

She sold lands which her father left her in 1789. He lived in 
Boxford and died there in 1726* 

David 5 (John 1 Francis 2 John 3 David 4 ) bom in Boxford in 1724 
married Mary Gaines of Ipswich 1747. Published. He died 1774. 

David was Ensign Davids 9th child. He lived in Ipswich, 

Andover, and Newburyport 10 children 

Thomas the 6th child born September 6, 1762 Widow died in

Lockport, N. J. 29 years later than her husband. 

Thomas 6 (John 1 Francis 2 John 3 David David 5 ) Peabody was born

in Andover or Haverhill Sept. 6, 1762, married Judith, daughter 
of Jeremiah and Judith (Spofford) Dodge born in Rowley., He 
lived in Danvers, now Peabody near the corner of Washington and 
Foster Streets. A tablet marks the place. He died in 1811. His 
wife died in Lockport, N. J. a number of years later. He was a 
private in the war of the American Revolution, in Colonel Gerrish’s 
regt. in 1779 and in Lieut. Col. Putnam’s regt. in 1781.

The following are the sons and daughters of Thomas Peabody, 
brothers and sisters of Geo. Peabody and some of their descendants. 

David 7 Peabody born in 1790 had a dry goods store in Newburyport. 

His brother George became his assistant. There was a fire and David 
was thrown out of business. David Peabody was twice married. By his 
wife he had a son, named George. By his second wife a daughter 
named Julia Adelaide. The 2nd wife was Phoebe Delimater. 


Julia 8 Adelaide Peabody married Charles W. Chandler a lawyer of 
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Zanesville, flhio and had one son and four daughters all living, 
three daughters being married* 

One is the wife of F. D. Lewis of Philadelphia* There are 12 
grandchildren and five great grandchildren of Julia Adelaide(Peabody) 
Chandler living* 

Two of her grandsons and the husband of a grand daughter were in 
active service during the war. A grandson and the husband of a grand¬ 
daughter are members of the Bar of Philadelphia.

Achsah 7 born 1791 died 1821 in Danvers. 

George 7 Peabody born 1795 Famous banker and Philanthropist. 

Judith 7 born 1799 died 1879 married 1831 Jeremiah Russell. 

One son George Peabody Russell 8 . Judith married 2nd. Robert S. Daniels. 
Mr. and Mrs. Daniels lived on Washington St., Peabody in what is nar 
the 2nd house on the left hand side. 

A grandnephew of George Peabody says that George Peabody Russell had 
no children of his own but had an adopted daughter. George R. Peabody 
met her in London. Quite attractive. When Geo. P. Russell was first 
married he lived for a time in Haverhill and practiced law there. 

He then moved to Salem, practiced the re as the partner of the late Win. 

D. Horthend and purchased the house of Ex Mayor Miservey on 
Lafayette St. and Mr. Geo. Peabody made his headquarters with him 
when in this country. Mr. Russell afterwards moved to Bristol R. I. 
where he lived sometime before moving to the Isle of Wight, England. 

Mr. Russell sold the house to the Catholics who moved the house across 
the street and built their nunnery on the lot. 




Mr. Bussell went abroad shortly after his marriage and resided 
there the latter part of his life. 

M. Outhwaite of Columbus, Ohio met Mr. Geo. P. Russell in London 
in 1907. Mr. Russell had houses in Geneva, Switzerland, Venice 
and Isle of Wight, Twickenham near London. 

I find that in 1870 his name is recorded as Sec. of the Educational 
Fund of the South. 

"Geo. P. Russell*s daughter was in this country two or three times 
on visits. The last time she visited us (Mr. Outhwaite’s family) 
for about a month in the winter of 1919 after a strenuous 
participation in war work.” 

Having visited friends in other parts of the U. S. A. she met again 
California a Mr. Douglas Cooke whom she had met during her War work 
and his services abroad. She became engaged to him and they are 
now going around the world on their wedding tour. The last heard 
from them was that they were in Mukden, China (Better from Mr. 
Outhwaite May, 1921) 

Thomas 7 died unmarried born 1801 died 1835 in Buffalo, N. Y. 

Mary (Gains) Peabody 7 born Sept. 1807 died 1834 married April 
12, 1827 Caleb Marsh. He was descended from John Marsh who settled 
in Salem. She was the mother of Prof. Othniel Charles Marsh 8 of 
Yale University. 

Othniel Charles Marsh 8 was born in Lockport, N. Y. an;American 
Zoologist and paleontologist graduated at Yale and studied in 
Germany. Appointed Prof, of Palaeontology and Curator of the 
Geological Museum at Yale and held the position until his death. 





He accomplished a great amount of valuable work. Scientific 
work in the discovery add description of new fossil species of 
vertebrates from the geological formations of the western states 
and territories. He organized exploring expeditions and directed 
others that were equipped by the Geog. survey. 

More than 400 new fossil species of vertebrates were described by 
Prof. Marsh, His discovery of the fossil ancestors of the horse 
marked an epoch in evolutionary science and have been frequently 
employed as an illustration of the principle of evolution. 

He served as President of the American Association for the 
Advancement of science in 1878, of the National Academy of Sciences 
from 1883-1895. 

The Geological Society of London of which he was a member bestowed 
upon him the first Bigsby medal in 1877. 

He received a Cuvier prize of the French Acadnmy of Science. His 
valuable collection of fossil vertebrates was left to Tale. Six 
collections the result of 30 years labor. It was at his suggestion 
that his uncle George founded the Peabody Museum at Yale. 

In 1875 he discovered and exposed the frauds practiced by Gov* 
agents on the Indians, and his activities resulted in the resignation 
of the Sec. of the Interior. 

He was Fellow of the Royal Geog. Soceity, Member of the German 
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Geog. Society, Royal Irish Academy of Science. Royal Academy of 

$r 

Denmark and Belgium. Received honor^ degree Ph.D from the University 
of Heidelberg and L. L. D. Harvard 1886. 




He died unmarried in New Haven Mar, 1899. He gave his estate 


to Yale to be used as a botanical garden. 

In 1895 he was in Peabody attending the one hundredth anniversary of 
George Peabody*s birth. 

Sophronia Phelps 7 Peabody born 1809 married Dr. Elbridge Gerry 
Little and lived on a farm at Pembroke, N. H. Later they moved from 
there and he studied medicine. 

Sophronia died before Mr. Peabody and is buried in the Peabody lot 
in Harmony Grove, Peabody. Her husband married a second time, 
lived in Wisconsin and died in 1882. 

Sophronia 7 had four children who lived to maturity. 

George Peabody 8 Little married Elizabeth Knox of Pembroke, N. H. 

He was in business first at Portland, Maine, then moved to 
Palmyra, N. Y. 6 children. Later George Peabody Little moved 
from Palmyra, N. Y. to Pembroke, N. H. and in 1868 remaining there 
the reaminder of his life, becoming quite actifre in politics, 
a trustee of the Aoademy, County treasurer, etc. 

His children have been accustomed to rendevous in the old place 
summers since the death of the parents.

Mary 9 married Rev. James E. Oldon who afterwards took up law and 
settled in Lynn, Mass.

J. Russell Little 8 had two children lived to maturity. Samghter 
married her cousin Clarence B. now living in Bisaark.

J. Russell stuided medicine Dr. Marsh at Albany, N. Y. graduated 
from Albany medical school, Medical School Philadelphia, served 
as assistant surgeon in the navy during the Cilril War, and later 
settled in Jamaioa Plains, Mass., where he died . 

Went four years on a whaling voyage 
at the age of sixteen, finally married and settled in the west. 
Henry 8 Little , the writer of thiw, Saihpronia’s family was in 
the Railroad Office at Nashua, N. H. married Nettie K. Knox, 
his brother*s wife*s sister. They had one child D. Edith, who 
married Dr. Winfield Smith of the Homeopathic Staff and died 
while on her wedding tour in Rome, Italy. 

He married a second time and she came to Peabody once while 
I was substituting in the SWtton Library, I (C.U.) went to 
their home twice. 

Henry Little died 1925. He was the last of George Peabody’s 
nephews. 

Jeremiah Dodge Peabody 7 born 1805 in Dgnvers. He was a farmer 
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and lived in Zanesville, Ohio. He married in 1829 in Zanesville 
Ellen Murry daughter of Andrew and Anna Hanna Murry, born in 
Baltimore Jan. 7, 1804 died in Zanesville. June 1851. Married 
second time in 1852 in Baltimore Rosalba Ellen daughter of 
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Richard B. Beall. Jerimiah died in Zanesville March 28, 1877. 




Jeremiah Bodge and Ellen M. Peabody had 5 sons and 2 daughters. 

By his second wife 1 daughter.
